A VALUABLE DISCOVERY. 


The discovery of a deserted city, 
sixty miles long, cut out of the rocky 
face of a winding cliff, rewarded the 
efforts uf the Stevenson Smithsonian 
Institute exploring party during its 
researches in New Mexico and Arizona 
the past season.

and hot springs?” It seems as if the 
man who would fail to ask some such 
question would be as dull as the ox 
that is hurried through to the mariet 
in a box car. The absence of trees 
and brah leaves the rocks aod ranges 
bare, and makes the country one of 
the most interesting in the world to 
the. geologist. To him the brown 
ridges lose. their ‘monotony, and as 
they pass befure he reads their 
varying histories with an interest un- 
known to the student of books. He 
goes back to the time w the flat 
plain which lies t before 
him, was a section of the great ocean's 
bed. He knows that it was gradually 
forced up until it became the great basin 
it is now, carryiog with it vast bodies 
of salt sea water, which dried up and 
Heft the great beds of salt. The hill 
yonder was pusbed up by the wrink- 
ling of the shrinking surface of the 
cooling earth, just as if it had been 
the skin of a wilting apple. It has 
formed the edge of our inland sea for 
ages of time which were ages ago. He

GLACIERS HUNDREDS OF FEET THICK 
At some time in its history covered 
the whole region and scooped out 
Pyramid, Tahoe aud Yosemite. As it 
receded great trees grew up and cov- 
ered the country from the Sierras to 
the Rocky mountains, leaving their 
trunks to turn to solid stone, to be 
found in 1881 scattered from Idaho to 
Mexico. As the train runs along, and 
he finds little flat places on the-Truc- 
kee and the Humboldt, his mind re- 
placee them as they were before the 
barriers below were broken through 
and let the water out.
